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THE PARENTAGE OF WILLIAM WHITE OF 
DARTMOUTH, MASSACHUSETTS

For many years the parentage of William White of Accoxet 
(part of old Dartmouth, now Westport) has baffled the numerous 
genealogists, who have grappled with the problem. The follow- 
ing article is an endeavor to show, by a careful analysis of all the 
evidence available, who this William White was. Many persons 
have approached the problem with the desire to prove, by hook 
or by crook, that he descended from William and Susanna White 
of the Mayflower, to the present writer the matter of his May- 
flower descent is a matter of complete indifference ; my sole desire 
is to find, who in the light of the existing records, William White 
actually was regardless of any question of Mayflower descent, 
and in this connection it may be remarked that all his descen- 
dants, through his wife, who was Elizabeth Cadman, descend 
from three of the Mayflower passengers, to wit, Richard Warren, 
Francis Cook and John Cook. 

The known facts about William White may be briefly stated. 
He first appears, out of the ground as it were, at Dartmouth on 
5 July 1705 as a member of a petit jury (cf. Mayflower Descend- 
ant, vol. 12, page 117). He married about 1707 Elizabeth, only 
child of George and Hannah (Hathaway) Cadman of Dartmouth. 
His wife inherited a large landed estate on the Accoxet or West- 
port River, near what is now Hix’s Bridge in old Dartmouth and 
hereafter White is identified with this land. Prior to this he 
appears to have resided upon land nearby that belonged to 
Thomas Coleman of Scituate Mass. (authority of the late Henry 
Worth of New Bedford), and he appears to have had some close 
connection with this Thomas Coleman, who had bought land in 
Dartmouth, but never resided there. In the Field Notes of 
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Benjamin Crane of the Dartmouth Proprietors under date of 19 
June 1713 we have an entry ‘‘laid out to Thomas Coleman at ye 
desire of William White’’ ete. (Benjamin Crane’s Field Notes. 
Proprietors Lands, Dartmouth, p. 291), while he appears in the 
Court Files at Taunton as attorney for Thomas Coleman (Bristol 
Co. Common Pleas 1702-1720, pp. 164, 167). 

William White lived to be a very old man and made his will on 
6 January 1768, proved at Taunton 3 October 1780. In it he calls 
himself ‘‘very aged.’’ He leaves to his son William White, and 
to the ten children of his son George White deceased to wit: 
Israel, Peleg, William, Silvanus, Obed, Ruth, Sarah, Hannah, 
Mary and Eunice. He also leaves to his daughters Sarah Brown, 
and Hannah Taber and his three sons Roger, Christopher and 
Thomas White, and to the children of his daughter Elizabeth 
Slocum, deceased, to his sons Abner White and Oliver White and 
to his granddaughter Phoebe Smith. The residue went to his 
daughter Susanna. The executors were his daughter Susanna 
and his grandson Peleg White, son of his son George deceased 
(cf. Mayflower Descendant, vol. 22, page 7). 

William White was a blacksmith and he so styles himself in his 
earlier deeds; but in his will he calls himself a ‘‘gentleman.’’ 
His son William White, Jr., of Dartmouth was also a blacksmith. 
He married at Little Compton on 2 October 1729 Abigail Thurs- 
ton, daughter of Jonathan and Sarah Thurston of that town. 
This William White made his will 17 Feb. 1777 proved at Taun- 
ton 3 Oct. 1780. He names his son Jonathan, his daughter 
Hannah Kirby, his daughter Elizabeth Peckham and his youngest 
daughter Abigail White (cf. Mayflower Descendant, vol. 22, 
page 10). 

At this point it seems advisable to insert a table showing the 
immediate descendants of William White and his wife Elizabeth 
Cadman. This chart is based upon the Vital Records of Dart- 
mouth, Mass., and Little Compton, Tiverton and Portsmouth, R. I.

Having set forth the family of William White, it seems well 
to account for some of the names appearing among his children 
and grandchildren. It seems quite clear that his sons George and 
Christopher were named for George Cadman their grandfather 
and Christopher Cadman their cousin, a son of Richard Cadman 
(brother of George) of Portsmouth, R. I., who was born in 1686, 
while in the next generation the names of Silvanus and Peregrine 
are of the utmost significance. 

We should now turn to a consideration of the various White 
families to which William might have belonged. Dartmouth was 
settled almost exclusively from Portsmouth, R. I., and Plymouth, 
Mass., and the neighboring coast towns such as Duxbury, Marsh- 
field and Scituate, and the two groups, one from Plymouth, the 
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other from Rhode Island, here joined one another. Generally 
speaking, the Plymouth people settled in the east part of the 
town on the Acushnet River, while the Portsmouth people settled 
in the Western part of the town on the Appomagansett and 
Accoxet or Westport Rivers. George Cadman of Accoxet was a 
Portsmouth man. There was hardly any settlement of Dart- 
mouth from Taunton, Mass. With this brief statement regarding 
the early settlement of Dartmouth about 1662, we turn to the 
White families of this region. There were no Whites among the 
early settlers of Portsmouth, so we may conclude that William 
White was not a Rhode Island man. Turning to Plymouth, we 
find several families of White: the Nicholas White family of 
Taunton, the Thomas White family of Weymouth, the Gawen 
White family of Scituate, and the William White family of 
Plymouth. These families must all be examined to find out if 
William White of Dartmouth belonged in any of them. As 
William White was of age by 5 July 1705 he must have been 
born not later than 1684, and as his will was made in 1768 and 
proved in 1780, it is evident that in 1705 he was a young man and 
he was probably born not much before 1680. 

We will take up first the family of Nicholas White of Taunton 
and see whether he could have belonged in that family. The 
following table will give the descendants of Nicholas of Taunton.

Turning now to Gawen White of Scituate, we find that he was 
in Scituate as early as 15 October 1638, when he married Eliza- 
beth Ward, like himself a servant of Mr. Timothy Hatherley. 
His inventory was presented on 3 March 1664/5 by his two sons 
Timothy and Joseph, who were given administration on his estate 
9 March 1664/5 (Plymouth County Probate, no. 2255514). While 
we have no absolute record of all his children, the fact that those 
two sons alone appear subsequently in Scituate records, makes it 
reasonable to suppose that he had no other sons. Both of the sons 
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married and left children and probates of their estates exist 
showing neither had a son William. 

Timothy White, son of Gawen, resided in Scituate. He mar- 
ried on 1 January 1677/8 Abigail Rogers and had issue Timothy 
born 17 Nov. 1679, Abigail born 31 Oct. 1682, Sarah born 26 
April 1685 and Elizabeth born 9 Oct. 1688. Timothy died in 
1704. His will dated 16 May 1704 was proved 22 Sept. 1704. 
He mentions his wife Abigail and his son Timothy whom he 
makes his executor, and his daughters Abigail, Sarah and Eliza- 
beth White (Plymouth County Probate, no. 22623). His brother 
Joseph White was also of Scituate. He married thrice; first 
Mary—who died in 1677; second Susanna—died 5 Sept. 1698; 
and third Elizabeth Vinall on 7 June 1699. Joseph died 11 Nov. 
1711. He left a will that was dated 9 Nov. 1711 and presented 
for probate 21 Dee. 1711 but disallowed. In this will he leaves to 
his son Joseph White and Thomas Soper, his son-in-law, to Mary 
White, and to Daniel Soper ‘‘the land his father lives on,’’ and 
to Mary, Elizabeth and Sarah Soper (Plymouth County Probate, 
no. 22582). He had issue: Mary born 25 May 1671, Joseph born 
1 May 1674, died 22 July 1715, a daughter married to Thomas 
Soper of Scituate. 

His son Joseph Jr. died 22 July 1715 and on 12 July 1722 
Osah White his relict was granted administration on his estate 
(Plymouth County Probate, Number 22583).

From the above table it seems clear that Gawen White had 
only two sons, Timothy and Joseph, and that neither of them had 
a son William. 
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We now see that there was no place in the families of Nicholas 
White of Taunton, Thomas White of Weymouth or of Gawen 
White of Scituate into which William White of Dartmouth might 
fit. We now turn to the remaining White family of Plymouth 
Colony, that of William White, who came in the Mayflower. 

This William White left two sons only, to wit: Resolved White 
and Peregrine White. The latter, born on the Mayflower in Cape 
Cod Harbour just prior to the landing at Plymouth, was named 
Peregrine or wanderer. This unusual name was sometimes given 
children in the 16th and 17th centuries when they were born 
during the absence of their parents from home. It is an unusual 
but not an unique name and almost always appears in families 
that were on the move, unless it was given for some prior mem- 
ber of the family. 

Of these sons of William White of the Mayflower, the eldest 
son Resolved must first be taken up and his descendants traced. 
Resolved White settled in Scituate, Mass., where he married, 
in 1640, Judith Vassall, daughter of Mr. William Vassall, 
then of Scituate and later of Bridgetown, Barbados. Resolved 
White later lived in Marshfield, and eventually he removed to 
Salem, Mass., where he died between 1690 and 1694. His wife 
Judith was buried 13 April 1670, and he married secondly, at 
Salem 5 Oct. 1674, the widow Abigail Lord, who died at Salem 
between 25 June and 7 July 1682. Resolved had eight children, 
all by his first wife, to wit: William born 10 April 1642, John 
born 11 March 1644, Samuel born 13 March 1646, Resolved born 
12 Nov. 1647, Ann born 4 June 1649, Elizabeth born 4 June 1652, 
Josiah born 29 Sept. 1654 and Susanna born in 1656. We must 
take up each of these sons and see what became of them. 

The eldest son William lived a long time but there is no evi- 
dence that he ever married or had children and an indenture 
made on 13 March 1684/5 between Mr. Resolved White of Marsh- 
field and John Branch of the same recites that John Branch was 
possessed, as tenant of William White eldest son of Resolved, of 
a certain island near Green’s Harbour (Scituate). By this 
indenture Resolved White and his sons Samuel and Josiah quit- 
claimed to John Branch all their right in the said island and 
John Branch agreed to maintain William White and to provide 
him with meat, drink, apparel, washing and lodging in sickness 
and health for the term of his life. Resolved White also gave 
John Branch £50 for the same (Plymouth County Deeds, Vol. 1, 
fo: 37). On 19 Sept. 1687, William White of Marshfield made a 
similar deed to John Branch (cf. Pilgrim Notes and Queries, 
vol. 5, pp. 87-88). The above deed makes it perfectly clear that 
this William White was not married and had no family, being 
either physically infirm or mentally deranged. 

John White, the second son of Resolved, born 11 March 1644, 
appears no more in the records after the entry of his birth so 
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that it would seem that he either died young and without issue, 
or left the country.* 

Samuel White, the third son of Resolved White, born 13 March 
1646, removed to Rochester, Mass. (the next town east of Dart- 
mouth). Prior to his removal thither he had been for some time 
in Sandwich on Cape Cod, as in 1671 Samuel White of Sandwich 
and his wife Rebecca deeded land to Benjamin Church, acknowl- 
edged 8 June 1677 (Plymouth Colony Deeds, vol. 4, fo: 229-30). 
Rebecca died at Rochester on 25 June 1711 in her 65th year. 

They had the following children recorded in Rochester: John 
born 24 Aug. 1669, Samuel born 22 July 1671, Elizabeth born 4 
March 1673, Militiah born 14 Feb. 1676, Judee born 30 April 
1678, Hezikiah born 5 April 1682, Susanna born 5 April 1682 
(twins), Penelope born 12 March 1687, and William born 6 June 
1690. (It was long supposed that this William was identical with 
William White of Dartmouth until Mr. Bowman showed the 
impossibility of this by his discovery that the latter was on a 
Jury in 1705 and therefore must have been at least 21 years old 
at that date.) Some of Samuel White’s children and grand- 
children settled in the eastern part of Dartmouth called 
Acushnet. 

Resolved White, son of Resolved, was born 12 November 1647 
and buried 27 March 1670. He was unmarried. 

Josiah White, the youngest son of Resolved, was born 29 Sep- 
tember 1654. He resided at Boxford and Topsfield, Essex Co., 
Mass., not far from Salem. He married prior to 30 Dee. 1680, 
Remember, daughter of Thomas Read of Salem, and had issue: 
Josiah, Joseph, Samuel, Serah and Hannah. He apparently had 
also a daughter Mary bapt. at Salem Village as an adult 20 May 
1705; she died before him. He made his will on 3 March 1709/10 
proved 5 June 1710. At the date of his will his sons were all 
under 21 years and his daughters under 18 years. It is evident, 
therefore, that William White of Dartmouth could not have been 
a descendant of Resolved.

We now turn to the family of Peregrine White, born in the 
Mayflower 7-10 December 1620. He resided in Marshfield, Mass., 
the home of his step-father, Governor Edward Winslow. He 
married before 16 March 1649, Sarah Basset, daughter of Wil- 
liam Basset ; she died 22 Jan. 1710/11. Peregrine died testate on 
30 July 1704. His will, dated 14 July 1704, was proved 14 Aug. 
1704. By this will he left his sons Jonathan and Peregrine lands 
in Middleborough, Mass. 

Peregrine White and his wife Sarah had issue: Daniel (called 
in his father’s will the eldest son), Jonathan born 4 June 1658, 
Sylvanus, Peregrine, Sarah and Mercy. 

The eldest son, Daniel, born about 1649, resided in Marshfield. 
He married, on 19 Aug. 1674, Hannah Hunt, and died 6 May 
1724 aged 75. His will, dated 25 May 1721, was proved 28 May 
1724 (Mayflower Descendant, vol. 20, p. 61). He had issue John, 
Joseph, Thomas, Cornelius (born 28 March 1682), Benjamin, 
Eleazer and Ebenezer. Some of his descendants may have gone 
to live in Middleborough. The name Sylvanus appears among 
his descendants,—he had a grandson of that name. 

Jonathan son of Peregrine White, born on 4 June 1658, 
received some of his father’s land in Middleborough. He settled 
at Yarmouth on Cape Cod, where he married Hester Nickerson 
on 2 Feb. 1682/3. His will, dated 14 July 1736 proved 22 Feb. 
1736/7, mentions his eldest son Jonathan, his third son Joseph, 
his son Ebenezer, his daughter Elizabeth White, his daughter 
Esther Drake, his daughter Sarah White, his daughter Mary 
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Russell and his grandson Jonathan Dell then under age (May- 
flower Descendant, vol. 9, p. 122). 

Peregrine White, son of Peregrine, had a wandering career. 
He seems to have been a short time at Weymouth where he had a 
son, Benoni,* born 26 Jan. 1686, who evidently died young. He 
removed to Boston where he, styled ‘‘of Boston blacksmith,’’ 
mortgaged his house in the north end of that town to Richard 
Cheever on 26 Dec. 1696 (Suffolk Deeds, vol. 17, fo: 336). On 
30 August 1698 he, styled ‘‘of Boston blacksmith’’ sold to Jacob 
Turner of Weymouth land in the common lots of Weymouth 
(Suffolk Deeds, vol. 29, fo: 56). He went from Boston to Con- 
cord, Mass., and on 29 March 1713 he, ‘‘of Concord,’’ sold land 
in that town to Richard Kate of Boston, brickmaker, with Mary, 
his ‘‘now married wife’’ (Middlesex Deeds, vol. 16, fo: 497). 
This was land that he bought on 22 June 1710 of Obediah 
Wheeler of Concord (Middlesex Deeds, vol. 16, fo: 399). He was 
back in Boston by 19 April 1718, when he, styled ‘‘blacksmith 
of Boston,’’ together with his wife, Mary, sold land to Andrew 
Sigourney (Suffolk Deeds, vol. 33, fo: 86). He made his will as 
‘*Peregrine White of Boston, blacksmith,’’ on 27 Oct. 1727, and 
left all his property to his wife and executrix Mary. She proved 
the will on 18 Dee. 1727 (Suffolk Probate, vol. 26, fo: 47). On 
19 Dee. 1728, the widow, Mary, married Cornelius Judewine, a 
mariner, at Boston and on 27 January 1728/9 Cornelius Jude- 
wine, mariner, and Mary, ‘‘late widow of Peregrine White of 
Boston, blacksmith,’’ sold land in Boston that had formerly 
belonged to Peregrine White to Thomas Kidder of Cambridge, 
housewright (Suffolk Deeds, vol. 43, fo: 58). These records 
make it clear that this Peregrine White, Jr., died without issue. 
Mary, the wife of Cornelius Judewine, was dead by 24 April 
1735, when he married Jane Rogers in Boston. 

The only remaining son of Peregrine White was Sylvanus 
(a name that reappears among the grandchildren of Daniel 
White, his brother). The only record we have of him is the 
record of administration on his estate on 30 June 1688, in which 
he is called ‘‘of Scituate.’’ His father, Peregrine, was made 
administrator of his estate and his wife, Deborah, brought in the 
inventory (Plymouth County Probate, vol. 1, fo: 20). 

We are now in a position to determine just where William 
White of Dartmouth belonged in the various White families liv- 
ing near Dartmouth. William White was born, as we have seen, 
shortly before 1684 somewhere between 1680 and 1684. He first 
appears in Dartmouth on the land of Thomas Coleman of Scituate 
whose agent he appears to have been. It is reasonable therefore 
to suppose that he came from Scituate or its immediate vicinity. 
He had two grandsons born long before his death, one named 


*He was alive 25 July 1704 when Peregrine and Benoni White, blacksmiths, were in 
jail (Sewell’s Diary). 
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Peregrine and the other named Sylvanus, both very unusual 
names. We have seen that he cannot have belonged in the family 
of Nicholas White of Taunton, Thomas White of Weymouth, 
Gawen White of Scituate or in that of Resolved White of Scit- 
uate, Marshfield and Salem. Further the tradition has been 
handed down among his descendants, both those living in the 
West and those living in the East and who are descended from 
different children of William White of Dartmouth, that they 
descended from Peregrine White. In one instance the tradition 
can be traced to a great-granddaughter of William, namely Lilis 
Wilcox (daughter of Ruth White, the daughter of George White, 
the son of William). This Lilis Wileox was born in 1760, some 
years before William White made his will. She lived near him 
in Tiverton, the next town to Dartmouth and must have known 
her great-grandfather well. 

The trade of blacksmith in the families of both Peregrine and 
William appears to be significant. 

It is submitted therefore that William White of Dartmouth 
must have been a son of Sylvanus White of Scituate (son of 
Peregrine White) by his wife Deborah; that, as his father died 
when he was very young, he was brought up in another family, 
probably that of his mother’s second husband and was sent as a 
young man to Dartmouth to look after Thomas Coleman’s land. 
The fact that he was not mentioned in the will of old Peregrine 
White, does not prove that this is not so, as in such cases children 
of deceased children are often omitted from the grandparents’ 
wills, especially if the deceased parent had received his portion in 
his lifetime. 

The following table sums up the family of Peregrine White:

here were a few stray Whites in Plymouth Colony at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, at Barnstable, Plymouth 
and Rochester. 

Imanuel White of Barnstable married at Eastham on 19 
August 1719, Martha Cole and had James born 20 Noy. 1719, 
Hannah born 10 June 1721, Mary born 24 Feb. 1722/3, and 
Samuel born 23 Sept. 1724, all at Barnstable. He was undoubt- 
edly the grandson of Emanuel White of Watertown and Yar- 
mouth. The latter was at Watertown in 1636 and at Yarmouth 
from 2 March 1640/1 to 3 Aug. 1659. The Mary White who was 
dismissed from the church at Yarmouth to the Second Church 
at Boston on June 13, 1697, was probably his mother, and the 
Samuel White who married at Barnstable on 14 May 1719 
Susanna Goodspeed, was probably his brother. A Sarah White 
of Yarmouth, who was buried there on 22 Nov. 1762, was prob- 
ably of the family of Jonathan, son of Peregrine, as was also the 
Sarah White who married (int. 22 March 1741) Bernard Lom- 
bard at Yarmouth. It may well be that both these entries refer 
to Sarah, daughter of Jonathan White, who was single in 1736 
when her father made his will and that she did not marry Lom- 
bard. There was also an Elias White on a Coroner’s Jury at 
Eastham on 24: 10: 1667; he was probably identical with the 
Elias White at Marblehead 1669-1674 (Savage), as he appears no 
more on the Cape. 

A Richard White of Plymouth, husbandman (evidently a 
stranger), made his will on 11 May 1727, proved 14 Aug. 1727. 
He left to his wife, Catherine (who was of Duxbury on 3 June 
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1742; Mayflower Descendant, vol. 17). He left also to his sons 
John and Richard, the latter under 21 years, and to his daugh- 
ters Mary, Catherine and Ann (the latter born in 1716) (Ply- 
mouth County Probate, vol. 5, p. 474). 

At Rochester, where Samuel White, son of Resolved, settled, 
were several stray Whites. A George White, who lived in that 
part of Rochester afterwards Wareham, married Sarah Bumpus 
on 17 Oct. 1728; he later went to Sharon, Conn., by 12 Oct. 1765 
(Plymouth County Deeds, vol. 53, p. 166). An Ann White died 
at Rochester 1 Jan. 1714/5; and a Penelope White married John 
Trask there on 28 Feb. 1726/7. Rev. Timothy Ruggles, the 
minister at Rochester, married a Mary White there on 27 Dec. 
1710. 

At Marshfield an Obadiah White was baptized on 26 July 1697. 
It is uncertain who this was, but I suspect that he may have been 
a son of Sylvanus of Scituate, who had died some time before, a 
young married man. 

These stray Whites do not affect our problem, as none of them 
was of the generation of the parents of our William White except 
Elias, who soon left the Old Colony, and the father of Imanuel 
White of Barnstable ; but as our William had no connection with 
any of these places except Scituate, he was not connected nearly 
with any of them. Furthermore, none of these names reappears 
in the family of William of Dartmouth, except the son George 
was named for his grandfather Cadman. 


CHAPMAN-KITCHERELL-DORCHESTER

Martha, second wife of Anthony Dorchester, and previously 
wife of Samuel Kitcherell, died Dec. 17, 1662, at Springfield, 
Mass., having had issue by each husband. That her maiden name 
was Chapman is proved by a record in the Winthrop Papers as 
follows: 

Martha Dorchester, wife of Anthony of Springfield; living 15 
Sept. 1659. 

Nathaniel & Johana Reskue [Ruscoe] did appear & declare 
that s‘ Martha before marriage was Martha Chapman, born Digs- 
well, co. Herts, and came over with the sister of Major Hezekiah 
Haines. 

This information was found by the late Col. Charles Edward 
Banks in volume 19 of the manuscript Winthrop Papers at the 
Massachusetts Historical Society rooms and is published by the 
kind permission of Mr. Allyn Bailey Forbes, Librarian of the 
Society.

THE ROBINSON FAMILY 


Compiled by Mary Lovertne Houtman, of Lexington, Mass. 


JOHN Rosrinson, born probably about 1550 in Nottinghamshire, 
KEng., died in Sturton, Nottinghamshire, between 14 March and 
19 August 1614. He married, probably about 1575, Anne ———— 
who died in Sturton between 16 October 1616, and 16 January 
1616-17. 

John Robinson deposed in 1591, aged 36 or thereabouts; in 
1603, aged 53 ; and in 1609, aged 60 years. There is some discrep- 
ancy here in the ages given. In the deposition in 1603, he stated 
also that he was born in Sturton (now Sturton-le-Steeple).* No 
Robinson was found in Sturton or Fenton in 1537 in a list of 
Archers and Billmen, nor in a list of the townsmen contributing 
to a ‘‘Benevolence’’ for Henry VIII in 1543. But in a tax list of 
Sturton for 1544, a Christopher Robinson was among those 
assessed. He was still there in 1571 but in 1585 he is no longer 
taxed, a John Robinson taking his place and paying on lands of 
the same value. It is evident that John Robinson must have 
taken the lands by inheritance and he was possibly Christopher’s 
son. From then on mentions of John Robinson are found suffi- 
ciently often to point to a continued residence in Sturton. On 26 
March 1588, John Robinson was appointed supervisor of the will 
of Richard Worsley [a Sturton yeoman] ; in 1591 he testified in 
East Retford in behalf of the dowager Countess of Rutland; in 
1591, with Robert Poole, he was appointed a supervisor of the 
will of Ellen White of Fenton; in 1602, William Flower of Stur- 
ton made John Robinson, yeoman, a trustee for his son and made 
him and the vicar, his supervisors; in 1604, he witnessed the will 
of Thomas Sturton of Sturton; in 1610, he witnessed a will of a 
neighbor, John Cawthorne; in 1611, he is mentioned again with 
the vicar in the will of Anne Padley. All of these items show 
that he was a man of ability and trusted by his neighbors and 
that he certainly lived in Sturton from 1585 to his death. 

In his will, he left money to the poor of Sturton and Fenton.t 


* The Registers of Sturton-le-Steeple begin in 1638. 

+ Sturton lies in the Northeast part of Nottinghamshire almost on the line between 
that county and Lincolnshire. Fenton is in Lincolnshire a few miles from Sturton. The 
Key to the Ancient Parish Registers, of England and Wales states that the registers of 
Fenton begin in 1539 and those of Kettlethorpe, in which parish is the village of Fenton, 
begin in 1653. This is erroneous, the registers of Fenton do not begin until 1599 and 
these are a copy of an older book. The original registers begin in 1653. It is probable 
that the year 1539 is a typographical error for 1599. The present rector, Rev. Hugh 
Herring, is quite positive about the dating of his registers and the fact that Fenton and 
Kettlethorpe, where the church is, have always been together. It is quite possible that 
in the sixteenth century Fenton was the most important, part of the large ecclesiastical 
parish of Kettlethorpe. The full title of the parish is “Kettlethorpe with Laughterton 
and Fenton.” 


| 
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Anne, his widow also left money to the poor of Sturton and Fen- 
ton. It is therefore very evident that they had some close connec- 
tion with Fenton, and that they had probably lived there at some 
time. Although John was born in Sturton, he does not appear 
there as paying taxes until 1585, at which time he had been mar- 
ried over ten years and had several children. It can scarcely be 
doubted that those years between his becoming of age and 1585 
were spent in Fenton, where it is quite possible his wife was 
living when they married. Rev. John Robinson’s matriculation 
papers state that he was born in Lincolnshire, which bears out 
the hypothesis that his father was living in Fenton at the time 
of his birth.* 
John Robinson of Sturton, left the following will :— 


In the Name of God amen the fourteenth daye of March in the yeare of 
ot Lorde God one thousand sixe hundred and thirteen I John Robinson of 
Sturton in the Countie of Notte Yeoman beinge weeke of bodie but of good 
and perfect memorie praise bee given to God therefore doe make and ordaine 
this my last Will and Testament in manner and forme followinge That is 
to say First I bequeathe my soule to Almightie God my Creator and to 
Jesus Christ my Redeemer by whose precious blood sheading I have an 
assured hope of salvation and my body to the earth from whence it came. 
Itm I give to the poore of Sturton and Fenton sixe pounde thirteen shillinge 
four pence to be paid wthin one yeare after my decease Itm I give and 
bequeathe unto John Robinson my eldest sonne five marks and his wife xx 
and to John theire sonne fourtie shillin and to every of theire other children 
xx8 apiece Itm I give and bequeath unto William Robinson my Younger 
Sonne one hundred and five pounds and to the wife of the said William 
xx8 to everie of their said children xxs Itm 1 give to my sonne in lawe 
Roger Lauson xxli weh he owed me upon condicon that he performe a will 
and a guifte wch he made to William Pearle. Itm I give and bequeath to 
Richard Barke and his wife xs Itm I give and bequeth to John Wytton 
my servant tenne shillinge and to Joane Greene ijs vj4 Itm I give to my 
Cosen William Fenton xs and to his Daughter my God daughter ijs vjd 
Itm I ordaine and make my lovinge Wyfe Anne Robinson my whole and 
sole Executrix of this my last Will and Testament to whome I doe give 
and bequeath all the residue of my Goods and Cattells not before by me 
given and bequeathed she to see my debts and legacies satisfied and my 
funeral expenses discharged And lastly I desyre my lovinge Cozen William 
Fenton and my lovinge sonne William Pearl] to be overseers on this my 
last Will and Testament in witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
the daye and yeare above written. Red signed and acknowledged in the 
p’nee of William Fenton Robert Bishopp 

On the 19th day of August 1614 the Will of John Robinson late of 
Sturton in the County of Nottingham Yeoman deceased was proved by the 
oath of anne Robinson Widow the Relict and sole Executrix. (Probate 
Registry at York, England) 


*The Rector of Fenton sent the following items: 
“November 29th, 1609. Marriage. Edward Robinson & Elizabeth Manton. 
February 18th. 1610. Baptism. Richard Robinson, son of Edward Robinson. 
February 13th. 1621. Marriage. Robert Hales & Elizabeth Robinson. 
March 25th. 1627. Baptism. Elizabeth Robinson, daughter of Thomas Robinson.”’ 
The name then vanishes from the registers until 1717 when a John Robinson and Eliza- 
beth his wife appear for the next ten years bringing their children to baptism. 
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The following abstract of his widow’s will shows the same 
relationships. 


Anne Robinson, widow, ‘‘beinge aged and weake in body but whole and 
sound in mind and of good and p’fect remembrance’’ made her will 16 Octo- 
ber 1616, proved 16 January 1616-17, ‘‘Item I give and bequeathe to the 
poore people of Sturton and Fenton Fortye Shillings of lawful money of 
England ... Itm 1 give unto my sonne John my sonne and heir appTent 
the some of fortye shillings of like lawful money of England Itm I give 
and bequeath unto Bridgett Robinson Wife of my sonne John one paire of 
lynninge sheets and one silver spoon Itm I give and bequeth to John 
Robinson sonne of my said sonne John the sume of forty shillinge and to 
every one of my said sonne John his children the sume of xxs Itm I give 
and bequeath unto Ellen my sonne William his Wife one paire of lynninge 
sheets and a silver spoon and to every one of his children Twentie shillings 
Itm I give unto four of the children of my sonne in law William Pearle 
that is to say to William Thomas Griginall and John Pearle every one of 
them the some of Twentie Shillings Itm I give and bequeath unto Mr 
Charles White of Sturton ten shillings And I appoint and make him as I 
trust he will be to be Supervr and Overseer of this my said last Will and 
Testament ... Itm I give and bequeathe unto my said sonne William 
Robinson my debts legacies and funerall expenses p’d and discharged all 
and singular the motye [moiety] and halfe pte of al goods cattells and 
chattells quicke and dead -—— movable and unmovable’’ ete. 


This abstract, published in ‘‘The Colonial,’’ 1: 46-47, ends 
here but the ‘‘ Robinson Genealogy,’’ published about 1926, adds 
more to the will. After the appointment of Charles White of 
Sturton as overseer of the will, this later printing gives: 


‘*Itm I give and bequeathe to Marye my daughter and wife of the 
said William Pearte (sic) all my wearing appell wolle and lynnen Itm I 
give and bequeathe unto John Robson 1/s and v/d Itm unto John Greene 
S’vants other two shillinge and six pence Itm I give and bequeathe unto 
my said sonne William Robinson my debts legacies and funerall expenses 
pd and discharged all and singular the motye and halfe pte of all goods 
cattells and chattells quicke and dead ——— moveable and immovable of 
what kynde —-—— quantity or qualitie soevr they be and unbequeathed 
And I make and ordaine my said sonne in lawe William Pearte* my sole 
Executor of this my last Will and Testament And doe give and bequeathe 
unto ye said William Pearte all and .. . singular the other motye and half 
of all my said Goods Cattells and Chattells quick and dead . . . unbequeathed 
In witness whereof I have herunto set my hand and seale the day and 
yeare first above written These being Witnesses George Dickens Robt Byshopp 
George Hulton.’’ Proved 16 January 1616 by Guito Pearte [Guilo Pearle] 
sole executor. 


One cannot help noticing that John Robinson gave to his 
eldest son John only five marks, and to his younger one, one 
hundred and five pounds, and that his widow also gave more to 
William than to John. It is of course possible that this was 
beeause of John Robinson’s education in the ministry at Cam- 
bridge but it is much more probable that it was because of his

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religious beliefs. Apparently his parents were still attached to 
the Church of England and possibly had no leaning towards the 
reformed churches.

Rev. JoHN Rosrnson, son of John and Ann ( ) Robinson, 
born, probably in Fenton, Lincolnshire, England, in 1576, died 
in Leyden, Holland, 19 February 1624-25,t aged forty-nine 
years. He married in Greasley, Nottinghamshire,t 15 February 
1603-04, Bringer Wuire, born, probably in Sturton, about 1581, 
died after 28 October 1643, probably in Leyden, daughter of 
Alexander and Elinor ( ) White. 

John Robinson matriculated a sizar from Corpus Christi [Cam- 
bridge] in 1592, son of John (who died at Sturton (sic), Notts., 
1614), born 1576. B.A., 1595-96; M.A., 1599; Fellow, 1598-1604. 
For a time he held a curacy in Norwich; afterwards he was a 
Congregational minister in Gainsborough, Lincolnshire, and 
Serooby, Notts., where William Brewster and Richard Clifton 
were his colleagues. He fled to Amsterdam in 1608, finally join- 
ing the Separatists there. When a section of this community 
removed to Leyden, he went with them, becoming their pastor. 
On 5 September 1613, he was admitted at Leyden University as 
a student of Theology. (Alumni Cantabrigiensis.) 

On 27 January 1611, with William Jepson, Henry Wood, and 
his sister-in-law Jane White, he bargained for Groenepoort, a 
house and land on Kloksteeg for 8000 guilders, completing the 
purchase 5 May 1611, and taking possession of the premises, 
1 May 1612. He witnessed the betrothal of his sister-in-law, Jane 
White, to Randall Thickens, 1 April 1611. He was granted leave 
to enter the University, 5 August 1613 and enrolled there 5 Sep- 
tember 1613, aged thirty-eight years. His brother-in-law Randall 
Thickens having removed to Amsterdam, he acted as his attorney 
in selling Thickens’ rights in Groenepoort. He was living in this 
house in Zevenhuysen, 15 October 1622, with his wife, six chil- 
dren and Mary Hardy. (The England and Holland of the Pi- 
grims, by Dexter, p. 681).

t John Robinson of Norwich, Mr of Artes and Brigit White of Beavall (Beauvale) gent., 
at Greasley, 11 February, 1603. (Nottingham Marriage Licenses, 22.) 
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It seems probable that after Alexander White died his widow 
may have married again. She may have genie to Greasley, a 
parish about thirty-five miles southwest of Sturton, as her daugh- 
ter Bridget married there, but it is extremely probable that she 
or her family finally lived in Worksop, a parish only about seven 
miles west of Sturton and about ten miles from Gainsborough 
Lincoln, which is just over the border a few miles east of Sturton. 
Several of her children were later in Leyden and one of them 
married in Worksop in 1605. 

When Elder William Brewster and his company sailed for New 
England in 1620, John Robinson remained behind with his flock. 
His brother-in-law John Carver was the Governor of the infant 
colony and it was evidently Robinson’s intention to also be a 
member of the famous expedition, but the majority of his 
parishioners remained behind in Leyden and evidently he felt it 
his duty to remain with them. Some years previous, as letters to 
and from him show, he was one of those active in trying to plant 
a colony in America. (History of Plymouth Plantation, Brad- 
ford, pp. 40-43, et seq.) On 27 July 1620, Rev. Mr. Robinson 
wrote a letter to John Carver. He began it ‘‘My dear Brother,”’ 
which might mean a church brother, but in it he said, ‘‘ Now what 
shall I say or write unto you & your goodwife my loving sister ?’’ 
(ibid. 78.) This coupled with the fact that Bridget (White) 
Robinson’s eldest sister was Katherine seems conclusive proof 
that the latter was the wife of John Carver. Mr. Robinson 
intended to join the Pilgrims in Plymouth later, with others of 
the congregation and Bradford tells of certain plots raised by 
the enemies of the new Colony to prevent his so doing. In April 
1625 Roger White, brother-in-law of both Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
Carver, wrote to Governor Bradford and Elder Brewster the 
following letter: 


Loving & kind frinds, &e. I know not whether this will ever come to 
your hands or miscarie, as other my letters have done; yet in regard of ye 
Lords dealing with us hear, I have had a great desire to write unto you, 
knowing your desire to bear a parte with us, both in our joyes, & sorrows, 
as we do wth you. These are therfore to give you to understand, that 
it hath pleased the Lord to take out of this vaell of tears, your and our 
loving & faithfull pastor, and my dear & Reved brother, Mr John Robinson, 
who was sick some 8, days. He begane to be sick on Saturday in ye 
morning, yet ye next day (being the Lords day) he taught us twise. And 
so ye weeke after grew weaker, everyday more then other; yet he felt no 
paine but weaknes all ye time of his sicknes. The phisick he tooke wrought 
kindly in mans judgmente, but he grew weaker every day, feeling litle or 
no paine, and sensible to ye very last. He fell sicke ye 22. of Feb: and 
departed this life ye 1. of March. He had a continuall inwarde ague, but 
free from infection, so yt all his freinds came freely to him. And if either 
prayers, tears, or means, would have saved his life, he had not gone hence. 
But he having faithfully finished his course, and performed his worke which 
y® Lord had appointed him here to doe, he now resteth with ye Lord in 
eternall Hapines. We wanting him & all Church Govrs, yet we still (by ye 
mercie of God) continue & hould close togeather, in peace and quietnes; 
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and so hope we shall doe, though we be very weake. Wishing (if such 
were ye will of God) that you & we were united togeather in one, either 
ther or here; but seeing. it is ye will of ye Lord thus to dispose of things, 
we must labour wt» patience to rest contented, till it please ye Lord other- 
wise to dispose. For news, is here not much; only as in England we have 
lost our old King James, who departed this life aboute a month agoe, so 
here they have lost ye old prince, Grave Mourise; who both departed this 
life since my brother Robinson. And as in England we have a new-king 
Charls, of whom ther is great hope, so hear they have made prince Hendrick 
General] in his brothers place, &e. Thus with my love rememberd, I take 
leave & rest, 
Your assured loving freind, 
Roger White.*

The Leyden records show that Bridget (White) Robinson wit- 
nessed the betrothal of her sister Jane to Randall Thickins, 1 
April 1611, and that of William Buckram, 30 November 1611. 
As John Robinson’s widow she agreed to pay her share of the 
interest of the purchase money still due for the estate on Klok- 
steeg, 15 January 1626. She was a witness to the betrothal of her 
daughter to John Greenwood, 10 May 1629. On 13 December 
1629, she sold her share and, as his attorney, Randall Thickins’ 
share of the house on Kloksteeg. She was living in Pieters- 
kerkhof in 1635. On 4 June 1639, she witnessed the betrothal of 
Mary Barlow and on 6 April 1640, that of George Materce. It 
is interesting to note that the marriage record in Greasley reads, 
‘*Mr. John Robynson & Mistress Bridget Whyte,’’ they being the 
only couple among many of this period to be so given the prefixes 
of dignity. 

Bridget Robinson left a long will, but the Dutch wording is 
so unusual that it is given here with but small elisions. The 
translation is :— 


In the name of the Lord, Amen. By the contents of this present public 
instrument be it known to all whom it may concern, that, on this, the 28th 
of October of the year 1643, about four o’clock in the afternoon, appeared 
in person before me, Jacob Franssz van Merwen, notary public, admitted 
by the provincial Court of Holland on the nomination of the Honorable 
Gentlemen of the Court of the city of Leyden, residing in the aforesaid 
city, and before the hereinafter mentioned witnesses, the honorable Brechgen 
[Bridget] Alexanders d[aughter], widow of D. Johannes Robbens of blessed 
memory, when living pastor of the English congregation in this city, dwell- 
ing here in the Engelse Poort, being of sound body, able to walk and stand, 
in full possession and exercise of her mind, senses and memory, as far as 
outwardly appears, who, considering the common weakness and frailty of 
the life of mortal man on this earth, who passes as a shadow, and is wholly 
subject unto the common guilt of nature, namely death, and nothing being 
more uncertain than the time and hour thereof, therefore being desirous 
to anticipate the uncertain hour of death by way of a testamentary dispo-

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sition, and therefore not wishing to depart this earth, without previous 
disposal of her earthly possessions, graciously granted unto her by the 
Almighty, has of her own free inclination and will, as she publicly declared, 
without inducement or misleading of anyone, whomsoever, first committing 
her immortal soul into the gracious and merciful hands of God Almighty, 
her Creator and Savior, and her body to a Christian burial in the earth, 
revoking and cancelling by these presents, all and such wills, codicils or 
testaments heretofore made, executed and drawn up by her, not willing or 
desiring that these should be followed or executed in any point whatsoever, 
disposing anew, has first and before all bequeathed, given and ordered, as 
she does by these presents, to Jan and Maria, both children of D. Johannes 
Robbens, doctor medicinae, residing in England, her son, each a silver spoon. 
Furthermore to Maria and Martha, both children of Brechgen Robbens, 
her daughter, also each a silver spoon, besides, to the wife of Isaac Robbens, 
her son, residing in New England, the long cloak and skirt of black cloth 
of appearer, also to Dr. Johannes Robbens, her son aforesaid, the Rhemish 
testament. Furthermore, she, appearer and testator, declares, she bequeaths 
and gives in advance by these presents to Isaac Robbens, her son aforesaid, 
and to Veer Robbens, her daughter, each a sum of forty guilders of XL 
groots Flemish apiece, and this in equalization and adjustment of an equal 
sum, which Brechgen Robbens, also her daughter, has enjoyed from her, 
the appearer and testator, out of the legacy of her father. Moreover only 
to Veer Robbens aforesaid the silver cup of her, the appearer, together 
with all the furniture and household goods, with everything appertaining 
thereto, which she, the appearer, has bought or made in the last four years 
before this date, and whatever she may buy or make after this day till her 
death. Being the opinion and wish of appearer, that her heirs shall believe 
her daughter Veer Robbens on her simple word and evidence, what and 
how much furniture and household goods shall have been made and bought 
by her, the appearer and testator, during the last four years and after 
this date till her, the appearer’s death, without compelling her daughter to 
confirm this by oath, expressly forbidding this, and discharging her afore- 
said daughter therefrom. And lastly, she, appearer and testator, bequeaths 
in advance and in addition to Brechgen and Veer Robbens, her daughters 
aforesaid, all the clothes, both linen and woolen, which she has for her 
personal use and convenience, except the long cloak and skirt of black cloth, 
heretofore given to the wife of Isaac Robbens, her son. Furthermore, she, 
appearer and testator, aforesaid, declares that Dr. Johannes Robbens, her 
son, has already enjoyed and received, in the form of properties in land 
and goods lying in England and money provided him, more than her other 
three children can receive or enjoy from her, appearer and testator. Being 
therefore the express will, opinion and wish of appearer that he, Dr. 
Johannes Robbens, her son, shall surrender all claims upon her estate, and 
not participate in it, without drawing or enjoying anything further, small 
or great. The appearer and testator aforesaid declares and institutes, by 
these presents, her son, or in case of his prior death, his child or children 
to be her private coheir in all goods aforesaid which he has received and 
enjoyed. 

And if he, her son, or in ease of his prior death, his children, are not 
satisfied with this, her disposition, but should act or try to act against it 
in any ways, she, appearer, abovementioned, declared it to be her opinion 
and wish, that he, her son, or in case of his prior death, his children, shall 
be required to bring into the common estate of the appearer, all and such 
goods as he, her son, has enjoyed of her the testator or of her husband of 
blessed memory, which having been done, he, her son or . . . his children, 
shall participate in all the properties of the entire estate (the legacies and 
grants in advance having been subtracted), as well as her, the anpearer’s 
other children, instituting by these presents, him or . .. his children .. . 
in a just fourth part of her estate and goods which she will leave behind. 
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And of all the other goods which she, appearer and testator above- 
mentioned, shall vacate and leave behind at the time of her death, she, 
appearer and testator, declared to have made, named and instituted as her 
only and sole heirs, as she does by these presents, Isaac Robbens, above- 
mentioned, her son, with Brechgen and Veer Robbens, her two daughters, 
each a just third part, and in case of their prior death or of any one of 
them, their respective child or children, which shall be left behind by repre- 
sentation and this in the place of their parents, previously deceased. All 
of which she, appearer and testator, above-named, said and declared to be 
her last and final testament ... She... desires, with lawful stipulation 
to that end committed to my hands as a notary and public person, that 
this be made and executed as a public instrument, in one or more copies of 
the usual form, This one, drawn up and executed within the above named 
city of Leyden, at my, the notary’s house and office, here on the Lange- 
brugge, opposite the Wolsteech. Present Steven Buttervelt [Butterfield], 
bookseller, and Jan Meester [Masterson], sayworker, asked and called here 
for this purpose, with me, the notary, as trustworthy witnesses, who declared 
they know the appearer well and that she is the person hereinbefore named 
and mentioned.

Rev. John and Bridget (White) Robinson had an infant child 
buried in St. Peters, in 1618, one in 1621 and one in 1623. In 
1622, they had, according to a census, six children. The house 
in which they lived was opposite the church but as the present 
structure bears the date ‘‘Anno 1683’’ it was evidently rebuilt 
after their ocecupancy.* 

Mr. Robinson is buried in a vault under the church and on the 
exterior is a tablet telling of him. It was erected during the 
nineteenth century and bears this inscription: 


THE MAYFLOWER, 1620 


In memory of 
Revd. John Robinson, M. A. 
Pastor of the English Church worshipping 
over against this spot, A. D. 1609-1625 
Whence at his prompting went forth 
The Pilgrim Fathers

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THE DESCENDANTS OF EDWARD COLCORD OF 
NEW HAMPSHIRE 


By MEREDITH B. CoLKET, JR., with the collaboration of JoANNA C. CoLcorD 


Foreword. In The American Genealogist, Vol. 16, pp. 65-81, appeared a 
brilliant study of the life of the seventeenth century New Hampshire 
emigrant, Edward! Colcord. A genealogy of his descendants was published 
in 1908 under the title of The Descendants of Edward Colcord. However 
valuable that genealogy may be for some of the generations after 1800, it 
is wholly inadequate for the period before 1800. For example, in dis- 
cussing the important family group of Edward* Coleord who married Jane 
Coffin, the compiler accredited to this Edward the wrong parentage and 
gave him children who belong to another Edward. Such genealogical data 
as dates of birth, death and marriage appear fragmentary. Therefore, it 
was felt fitting to supplement the published genealogy with a more detailed 
account of the generations before 1800. Research for the present paper 
has covered a period of several years. Unfortunately, time is not available 
to check in full the various dates against the original or to insert the date 
variations, which are numerous. It is equally unfortunate that the compiler 
did not have the opportunity to work at any length among original sources, 
The paper, then, is meant to be a guide rather than a definitive work. But 
it is hoped that it will serve a useful purpose. I wish publicly to acknowl- 
edge thanks to Miss Joanna C. Coleord, who contributed much and who 
painstakingly checked those records which were available to her.

Samuel, with his brother Edward, served in King Philip’s War. 
He was a representative to the General Court in 1682 when he 
was only 26 years of age, and was one of the Hampton men to 
whom the township of Kingston was granted in 1694. He was a 
member of the First Church of Kingston. It is interesting to note 
that all the Coleords in America are descended from this Samuel. 
It is perhaps of further interest to learn that each of Samuel’s 
four sons settled in a different New Hampshire town and founded 
a separate branch of the family. Samuel, Junior, eldest son, 
stayed in Kingston, Jonathan went to Newmarket, Edward to 
Exeter, and Ebenezer to Brentwood. It is estimated that about 
85% of the Coleords in America are descended from Samuel’s 
second son, Jonathan.

In 1735 he was Surveyor of 
Highways. On Sept. 6, 1743 he deeded 55 acres in Exeter to his 
son Edward. Edward by deed the same day granted the same 
tract to Jonathan Gilman. In 1747 Jonathan deeded lands to 
sons Gideon and Jonathan. In these deeds he signed his name 
with a mark. No will or administration of his estate is recorded. 

Mr. Libby recites that Jonathan had six children, but the com- 
piler has not found documentary evidence. The deeds above 
referred to offer sufficient evidence that Gideon, Jonathan and 
Edward were children. Hannah and Susannah are allocated to 
his family because of the improbability that they are children of 
other Coleords.

That Jonathan married Sarah Burleigh is based on the Exeter 
and Newmarket Directory (1872) as well as other traditional 
sources.

Joanna Colcord, in study- 
ing the Burleigh family of Newmarket noted a Joseph Burleigh 
of the proper time and place to be father of Sarah. The wife of 
Joseph was Mary Stevens. It is to be noted that Joseph and 
Mary had, among others, a David and a Joseph. The names 
David and Joseph appear for the first time in the Coleord family 
among the issue of Jonathan and Sarah (Burleigh) Colcord. 

In 1792 Jonathan divided his property among his children, 
Samuel, Joseph and Mary, retaining part of the income for him- 
self and wife, Jerusha, during their lifetime. Joseph inherited 
the homestead and Samuel property in Nottingham which 
belonged to Jonathan’s late son, William. No grants were made 
to sons Jonathan and David. 

David Coleord is proved to have been a son by a deed dated 
1793 in which he and his wife Eunice sell to Winthrop Hilton 
land which belonged to ‘‘my honored father Jonathan Coleord 
deceased.’’ Jonathan Colcord, Jr., who appears frequently in the 
records, seems also to have been a son. The Exeter and New- 
market Directory asserts that Jonathan and Sarah Burleigh had 
Jonathan, Samuel, William, Joseph and Mary but omits David. 
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A Jesse Colcord is added but this is, without doubt, an error.

RAYMOND CORRECTION, WILL OF “JOSHUA” 


By WINIFRED LOVERING HoLMAN, S8.B., of Lexington, Mass. 


When Joshua Uneas, son of Uneas, drew his will of 29 Feb. 
1675, he gave large quantities of land to various residents of 
Connecticut. A printed copy of the will appears in Volume 13 
of the ‘‘ New Engiand Historical and Genealogical Register,’’ but 
unfortunately this is not a verbatim copy nor is it even accurate. 
The Indian Archives at the Connecticut State Library, Volume I, 
Document 30 A, contain another version of this will which also 
varies somewhat from the original. The latter is on file at the 
Office of the Secretary of State in Hartford. There is also a 
reference to the will in the printed Colonial Records of Connecti- 
eut, 3:56. The published copy in the ‘‘Register’’ cites that 
‘*Lydia Raymond,’’ and ‘‘Richard Raymond Sen',’’ with others 
were bequeathed 2000 acres apiece. The will in the Indian 
Archives, of which the writer has a photostatie copy, gives the 
first name above as ‘‘ Lydia Beament,’’ and the second as ‘‘ Rich- 
ard Raymond Sent.’’ The latter did indeed inherit a 2000-acre 
plot which was in a ‘‘Tract of Land Lying on both sides Inquo- 
shot River abutting Westward to the Sight of Hartford and of 
Hartford bounds North to Maj’ John Taleotts farm Northeast To 
Wottochoquisk Upon the East side bounded Eight miles in 
bredth from the mountains Eastwards and To Carry that bredth 
throughout the Length being Eighteen Miles and according to a 
Mapp drawn and Subscribed with my own Hand bearing date 
with these Presents.’’ 

There was, therefore, no such Lydia Raymond in existence in 
1675 as some have asserted. (See also Connecticut Archives, 
Towns and Lands, VI: 188 b.) 


THE WIFE OF MORDECAI MARKS OF DERBY, CONN. 


By DoNnaALp LINEs Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


The Marks-Platt Ancestry, published by Mrs. Eliza J. Lines in 
1902, states that Mordecai Marks of Derby, Conn., married 
Elizabeth Hawkins, and assigns a line of ancestry to her. 
Thorough investigation of the Hawkins family made by the pres- 
ent writer some years ago, failed to sustain this origin of the 
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wife of Mordecai Marks; in fact, there seems to be no place for 
her in the Hawkins family. 

Mordecai Marks was a Jew, converted by Rev. Samuel Johnson, 
of Stratford, Conn., to the Episcopalian faith, and was baptized 
by him 20 Apr. 1729. According to his gravestone in Derby, he 
was from London, England, and died 8 Jan. 1771, aged 65. 

The marriages performed by Rev. Samuel Johnson and his 
successors in the rectorship, at Christ Episcopal Church, Strat- 
ford, were published in Bailey’s Early Connecticut Marriages, 
volume 7, beginning at page 10, and on that page is entered the 
marriage of ‘‘Mordechai Markes & Elizabeth Vosien (?)’’ on 15 
Dec. 1729. The writer has not seen the original, and the reading 
of Elizabeth’s name as ‘‘ Vosien’’ was questioned by the person 
who copied the record for Mr. Bailey. 

Woodbury Land Records contain a deed (vol. 4, p. 34) from 
Joseph Wakele of Woodbury to Rev. Mr. Samuel Johnson of 
Stratford, dated 25 Apr. 1729. This deed was witnessed by 
Elizabeth Uoxieu and Elizabeth Beardslee ; the former wrote her 
name, the latter signed by mark. The last name of the first wit- 
ness was very carefully written by the official recorder of the 
deed, each letter being separately drawn. This indicates that it 
was an unfamiliar name, and that the recorder was trying to 
copy it just the way it looked in the signature. 

Since the capital ‘U’ was often written for ‘V’, the letters 
being considered identical, we may consider that the name 
intended was Voxieu; it might just possibly be intended for 
Voxien, but certainly not for Vosien. This deed was dated just 
five days after Mr. Johnson baptized Mordecai Marks, and eight 
months before Marks married the mysterious Elizabeth. The 
deed was doubtless witnessed for Mr. Johnson by parishioners, 
Beardslee being a Stratford name. The other witness was 
undoubtedly the young woman who married Mordecai Marks. 
She may have been, like himself, of Jewish origin, but not neces- 
sarily so. Very probably she was of foreign birth, and she may 
have belonged to a Huguenot family. Several persons of French 
Huguenot origin settled about this time in the adjacent towns of 
Stratford and Milford, on the coast of Connecticut. 

The children of Mordecai and Elizabeth (Voxieu) Marks mar- 
ried into the older English families of the region, such as Patter- 
son, Bryan, Hawley, Prindle, and Hawkins. 


THE ENGLISH ANCESTRY OF NATHANIEL' WILSON 


By CLARENCE ALMON TorRREY, Ph.B., of Dorchester, Mass. 


Nathaniel! Wilson of Newton, Mass., died, intestate, Sept. 17, 
1692, aged about seventy years, according to the probate records 
of Middlesex County, Mass. He had previously lived in Rox- 
bury, Mass., where he married April 2, 1645, Hannah Crafts, 
daughter of Lieut. Griffin and Alice (————) Crafts, and in 
the part of Boston called Muddy River, now the town of 
Brookline. 

The clue to Nathaniel’s birthplace and English ancestry is 
found in the Aspinwall Notarial Records, page 105, where he is 
mentioned as follows: 

19. (9) 1647 Nathaniell Wilson of Roxbury constituted John Wilson of 
Halifaxe in Yorkshire cloth-worker his true & lawfull Atturney granting 
him power &c: to aske &c: of the Exer: of Nathaniel Holgate of Halifax 
deceased or the Exer of them a certaine Legacie given him &e: ... 


On page 153 of the same volume is the following statement : 

19 (6) 1648 Nathaniel Wilson of Roxbury granted unto Joseph Wood of 
Ovenden in Yorkshire his right & title unto a certain Messuage in Ovenden 
wth all the lands unto the same belonging. & This was by an absolute deed 
of sale Dat. 19 (6) 1648. 


The records of Halifax Parish, Yorkshire, to the end of Decem- 
ber, 1593, have been printed. It was necessary to send to 
England for Wilson and Holgate probate records and for the 
later Wilson and Holgate entries in the Halifax Parish Register 
that were likely to be helpful in the search for Nathaniel’ 
Wilson’s ancestry.

In the early records of Halifax Parish several William Wilsons 
are mentioned as residents of Sowerby,* Ovenden,* North- 
owram,* Hipperholme* and Halifax. Owing to removals from 
one of these townships to another by residents of Halifax it is 
difficult to distinguish between persons having the same names. 

No early William Wilson of Halifax Parish left a will. The 
William Wilson who was buried Sept. 1, 1585 left a widow 
Margaret to whom administration was granted July 5, 1586. 
The William who was buried Dec. 20, 1590 left a widow Eliza- 
beth. She was appointed administratrix March 18, 1590/1. 

Administration on Isaac Wilson’s estate was granted to Jacob 
Wilson of Ovenden, Nov. 5, 1632. No relationship was expressed, 
but Jacob was probably Isaac’s son.

After making small bequests to a number of persons he provided that 
‘*The residue of my goods I give unto James Wilkinson, Richardt Earnshaw, 
Isaacke Wilson, and Martha, my sister, equally whom I make Executors.’’ 

Probate June 11, 1624 by James Wilkinson, Michael Earnshaw, Isaacke 
Wilson and Martha, the sister. 


From these records we have the following line: 


1. William Wilson. 

2. Isaae Wilson, baptized June 15, 1567; married May 15, 
1611, Susan Holgate, daughter of John Holgate. 

3. Nathaniel Wilson, baptized Aug. 2, 1621, named for his 
uncle, Nathaniel Holgate; came to New England by

Noting the provisions in Nathaniel Holgate’s will about his 
estate, it seems evident that his brother Michael Holgate left no 
children at his death and that in 1648 Nathaniel Wilson sold his 
interest in his uncle’s estate. The John Wilson to whom he gave 
power of attorney may have been his brother.

The baptism of Susan Holgate, Nathaniel Wilson’s mother, 
was not recorded in the Halifax Parish Register. From the 
sequence of names in her father’s will and in her brother’s will 
it seems evident that she was younger than her sister Elizabeth 
and older than Martha. Presumably, she was born between 
Elizabeth, baptized Jan. 6, 1574/5, and John, baptized Sept. 14, 
1579. 

The writer leaves several genealogical problems for others to 
solve: viz. the maiden names of the mothers of Isaac Wilson and 
Susan Holgate and the ancestry of these women and their hus- 
bands. It is believed that persons who enjoy attempts to solve 
difficult genealogical problems will find these problems to their 
liking. 


THE WHITINGS OF FRYEBURG, MAINE 


By WALTER LEE SHEPPARD, JR., of Philadelphia, Pa. 


In the winter of 1762-3 began the settling of the Town of Frye- 
burg, Oxford County, Maine. Many books and articles have 
been written about the early settlers of this neighborhood, but 
very little in the way of genealogical material has been made 
available in print. Noteworthy exceptions are 8S. A. Evans’ 
‘‘Descendants of David Evans’’ and 8S. W. Tracy’s ‘‘The Tracy 
Genealogy’’ (1936). 

Among the families in Fryeburg at the close of the 18th 
century, which have received little attention, was a family of 
Whitings. The name, for a period, was exceedingly common in 
Fryeburg, and it seems clear that at least two families of Whit- 
ings were represented. The largest one stemmed from a John 
Whiting who was at Lovell, Maine, as early as 1785, and had 
four children, as deduced from the old records: Oliver, Joshua, 
Sarah and John Jr. This John Whiting was a descendant of 
Rev. Samuel Whiting, born at Boston, co. Lincoln, Eng., on 
20 November, 1597, son of John, Mayor of that city. 

Rev. Samuel Whiting graduated from Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1616/17, M.A. 1620), and married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Oliver and Sarah (Bulkeley) St. John, niece of Rev. 
Peter Bulkeley.* The Rev. Samuel came to Lynn, Mass., in 
1636. He had a son Samuel, born about 1632, who lived in 
Billerica, and died there 28 February, 1713, aged 80 says the 
record. His wife’s name was Dorcas. 

Samuel and Doreas had a son named Oliver, born 8 November, 
1665, married 22 January, 1690, Ann, daughter of Jonathan 
Danforth. Oliver died at Billerica on 22 December, 1736, aged

John Whiting, italicised above, was born 14 October, 1699, 
married 9 March, 1727, Sarah, daughter of Samuel and Sarah 
Hunt, born 22 October, 1702. They had: John, born 7 January 
1728, Leonard, Sarah (died young), and Sarah. 

John Whiting, italicised above, was the man who came to 
Lovell, Maine, to settle. He had married, at Billerica, 25 July, 
1758, Luey, daughter of Andrew and Lucy Farmer, born 8 Sep- 
tember 1736. At Billerica they had the following children: 


1. John, born 23 Jan. 1759. 
2. Lucy, born 23 Dec. 1759. No record of her at Lovell or Fryeburg. 
3. Joshua, born 29 Dee. 1760. 
4. Oliver, born 28 Jan. 1761. (The compiler of the records notes that 


this date is obviously wrong and that the baptism of Oliver is 
recorded 24 Oct. 1762. He suggests that Joshua may have been 
renamed Oliver. We know this is not so since we find both 
Joshua and Oliver at Fryeburg. My suggestion is that the right 
birth date is 1762 and that the record date is in error). 

5. Sarah, born 26 Mar. 1763. 

6. Isaac, born 26 May 1764. Billerica records show an Isaac Whiting 
married 27 July 1826 a Mrs. Mary Needham. It may be this

Parson Fessenden was succeeded as minister of the Fryeburg

his marriage to Mary Kidder of Littleton in 1809 (ints. 27 
August, 1809, certificate 13 September, 1809). The church 
records do not list his children but the town records show two 
daughters :

Wilmot — Wilmoth — Wilmeth. Compiled by James Lillard Wilmeth. 
Philadelphia, Pa. 1940. Blue cloth, octavo, 374 pp. Indexed. (Order 
from the compiler, Box 874, Philadelphia, Pa.) 

This is not a formal genealogy, but is a useful book. It brings 
together, from scattered printed sources, a great deal of infor- 
mation about several Wilmot families of England and the United 
States, including Barron’s interesting ‘‘Wild Wilmots’’ which 
appeared in The Ancestor (this was the family of the Earls of 
Rochester, of whom the famous genealogist, J. Horace Round, 
was the senior representative), as well as the reviewer’s compila- 
tion of the early generations of the family of Benjamin Wilmot 
of New Haven, Conn. 

A considerable section is devoted to the Virginia Wilmots, 
from whom it is likely that the Wilmoths and Wilmeths (the 
ecompiler’s family) descend, but as usual the early generations 
in Virginia are difficult to work out in precise order. The com- 
piler has collected from various records and from descendants a 
great deal of data on these families, not previously in print. 
Seattering records are included of certain lines which clearly 
belonged to the New Haven family. The Wilmarth family is 
not included ; nor, apparently, the Wilmots of Stamford, Conn., 
who seem not to be of the New Haven tribe. 

The advantage of a book of this type is, that its sources of 
information are clearly indicated ; but it is for this very reason 
a collection of data, rather than a formally compiled genealogy. 
There are some unnecessary repetitions, and many scattered 
reconds which might have been worked into a more connected 
pedigree except for the author’s evident preference to keep 
separate the material received from different sources. The index, 
however, enables one to locate readily what is sought by the 
inquirer. —D. L. J.
